HOUSE APPROVES 


NAVAL MEASURES 


Three Bills, Designed 
To Strengthen Defenses, 
Are Passed. 


WASHINGTON, Mareh 27.—() 
With searcely a ripple of opposition, 
the house today swept to passage three 
measures to strengthen naval defense 
ashore and in the air. 

The loudly approved trio of -bills 
would: 

Authorize the navy to proceed with 
a 38,000,000 program of building up 
strategic naval bases in the Pacific. 
Provide a thousand extra officers for 
fighting ships, 

Assure the navy enough aviators for 
expanding air force. 

The bills, which house leaders said 
constituted the mest significant naval 
legislation due this session, were hand- 
over to the senate, carrying 
blessing of the administration. 

They were designed to meet ~the 
necessities of a fleet new on the war 
toward the maximum power allowed 
by international arms pacts. 

“It highly essential from a na- 
tional defense standpoint that this leg- 
islation through,” Chairman Vin- 
son, democrat. Georgia, of the naval 
committee, told the house. 

But from Representative Marcan- 
tonio, republican, New York, came an 
assertion that the measure to strength- 
en naval bases meant the nation 1s 
“deliberately waving a war flag on 
the Lacific and | believe that 
is highly dangerous.” 

He objected to passing a S28.000.- 
XO authorization with “fewer than 
38 members on the floor.” 

“If we are going to fight, tell 
who is,’ suggested Representative 
Hull, progressive, Wisconsin. “Let's 
spend the money for fighting, not to 
build up million-dollar dormitories.’ 

Naval committee members explained 
the authorization measure, by 
sentative Barden, democrat, Virginia, 
would help meet a lack of adequate 
drvdock facilities on the west 
and in Hawaii. A gigantic

RECITED BY ROPER 


City-by-City Survey Is 
Encouraging With 5% 
Hike for Atlanta. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—(4)— | 
A generally favorable picture of na-| 
tional retail business conditions, but 
with some dark spots preventing any- 
thing like a uniformly rosy view, was 
reported today Dy Secretary Roper. 
The report was made on the basis 

the first weekly “spot check” of 
business conditions by commerce de- 
partment experts stationed in 28 im-| 
portant cities. 

The voluminous summary declared 
retail trade conditions in most of the 
sections were “encouraging,” but that 
the lateness of the Easter season was

‘The real estate situation was for 
the most part quiet. although in a 
number of places considerable activi- 
ty was indicated in repairs and altera- 
to existing properties,” the re- 
port continued.

Regarding the Anglo-German con- 
versations earlier this week, the Ber- 
lin authorities tonight generally ridi- 
culed the rumor Hitler had asked 
elimination of the Polish corridor. It 
was emphasized this would be fool- 
hardy at a time when friendship with 
Poland is one of Germany’s chief ob- 
jectives. 


Rumors Hifler demanded a portion 
of zechoslovakia were considered 
even more far-fetched, although re- 
gaining this territory always has been 
an important consideration of Ger- 
man foreign policy. 

It was believed certain the chancel- 
lor emphasized Germany's need of an 
air force equal to France’s or Brit- 
ain’s, but that he demanded a reduc- 
tion in Russia’s air force and army. 
A spokesman also labeled as “ridicu- 
lous’ rumors Britain and Germany 
had agreed that any arms treaty to be 
effective must include Russia. 


Hitler’s proposal for a navy of 
400,000 tons, one-third the British 
navy, is chiefly directed at preventing 
Russian domination in the Baltic.

TRY A GOOD STRETCH FOR 
THOSE CRAMPS. 
Dr. J. D. B., with 50 years of prac- 


tice behind him, offers the following, 


suggestion for leg cramps and writers 
cramp: 

“This is no cure but I believe an 
absolute preventive. It must be fol- 
lowed nightly to receive absolute re- 
lief. 

“Before retiring for the night 
stretch the muscles of arms and legs 
as follows: Stand erect and make the 
muscles as rigid as possible and hold 
them thus for about 10 seconds and 
then relax. Repeat this for two or 
three times and go to bed and sleep 
and no fear of cramps that night. For 
writer’s cramp extend the arms and 
fingers and make all the muscles as 
rigid as possible the same as the leg. 

“To relieve cramps it is necessary 
to stretch the muscles and work the 
hands and legs. My belief is that

News Behind the News 


By Paul Mallon 


HOOVER WASHINGTON, March 27.—Several of Mr. Hoover's 
influential friends are ready to come out for him for 

the republican presidential nomination any time he says the word. 
At least two of them have told him so. Yet the chances are 100 
to 1 that he never will say the word. 

The way that situation is diagnosed authoritatively by the party 
doctors in their private consultations here is this: 

lf the party should rise and ask for Mr. Hoover’s nomination, he 
would accept, but no one, including Mr. Hoover, expects that situ- 
ation to develop. His purpose in asserting his party leadership now 
is to prevent his opponents within the party from wresting con- 
trol from him. He wants to perpetuate certain basic money and 
other princtples which some of his opponents within the party 
would just as soon forget. 

What he really wants, therefore, is not the nomination, but a 
‘weto power over the nomination. At feast this is what the best 
private authorities confidently believe he is working toward. 


FREE-FOR-ALL The eastern party leaders have been looking 

lately into the possibilities of two men for 
the nomination: Senator Vandenberg, of Michigan, and Governor 
Alf Landon, of Kansas. There are a lot of other names being men- 
tioned publicly, but these two are the only names which have 
aroused any real interest with the people who count. 

Landon was here a few days ago on relief matters. He was 
dined by Senator Capper, but only Kansans were present. He is 
a good party man, and a long-shot bet on either him or Vanden- 
berg would not be foolish. 

As things are working around now, the convention is likely to 
develop into a sharp contest among half a dozen or more “favor- 
ite sons.” In that case, no one could predict the nominee, but the 
Hoover influence might be important in making the final choice. 


FRICTION The country may not be paying much attention to 

Speeches recently made by Lewis Douglas, but some 
of President Roosevelt’s political associates have been. The ex- 
director of the Roosevelt budget has been saying some sharp things 
about New Deal financial policies. The speech he last made, at 
the University of Pennsylvania, was particularly pointed. 

In that connection, there has been some quiet talk about the 
possibilities of Mr. Douglas in a political way. It is known he has 
no personal ambitions. 

But if someone of his viewpoint should press Mr. Roosevelt 
from a conservative democratic side, while Huey Long is clawing 
from a radical side, the friction might generate some real warmth 
in the currently cool democratic political situation. 

Of course, nothing can be done by any New Deal opposition in 
the democratic convention, but, in the election, two independent 
democratic candidates would at least make it interesting. 


RUNNING-MATES Rumor dust stirred up on the inside about 

a new running mate for Mr. Roosevelt has 
now settled. At least the Roosevelt politicos are running around 
with wet brooms trying to settle it. The same ones who were sug- 
gesting six months ago that Cactus Jack Garner’s preference for 
retirement should be respected are now whispering that he will be 
drafted for re-election and will consent. 

One reason they are so eager to settle the matter is the fact that 
Garner’s expected retirement aroused the ambitions of too many 
who want the job. Apparently, every democratic officeholder thought 
he should be the vice presidential candidate. 

Another rumor which the Roosevelt broom-wielders want to 
Settle is the recent one that Senator La Follette might be the run- 
ning mate. 


ANTS A very uncomfortable time is being had by the Roper 

Business and Advisory Council. It appointed a subcom- 
mittee to report on the Roosevelt utility holding company bill. Its 
members are all against the original bill, but would find it some- 
what embarrassing to make public a report saying so, especially in 
view of Mr. Roosevelt’s message to congress. 

To make life more miserable for them, a well-known business 
lobby here is pressing them to make their views public. They prob- 
ably will wait until congress acts on the bill, and then make their 
report.

Maladjustments in Land 
Use Revealed in Survey 
of Appalachian Region 
by Federal Body. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—(?)— 
The “basic problems” of the southern 
Appalachian region were described to- 
day in a report published by the de- 
partment of agriculture as growing 
out of “maladjustments in land use 
and in relation of population to land,” 

The report was prepared by federal 
and state economists and sociologists, 
who for three years have studied the 
area. principally of Georgia, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee. 


“Tangible adjustments in the utili- 
zation of the Jand cannot be effected,’ 
the investigators reported, “unless | 
there is a planning agency vested with 
powers and resources sufficiently to 
cope with actual problems.” 

t was suggested that “two major 
lines of adjustment involve a combi- 
nation of part-time farming with em- 
ployment ‘in forests and forest indus- 
tries and a combination of work in 
mines with employment in forests or 
in adjacent local mannfaeturing plants 
or part-time farming.” 

Church Ratio High. 

The report said small-scale farming 
had been dominant in a large part of 
the region from the time of the first 
white settlers. and that the small, | 
strictly mountain farms usually re-| 
turn “little more than a bare living 
for the farm families which often 
number six or more persons per house- 
hold.” 

One investigator wrote that “nu- 
tritionally adequate diets would ma- 
terially raise the level of living in 
this region.” 

“A great many churches were 
found, which, if evenly distributed, 
“would only be 2.3 miles apart... . 
There were 3 1-4 churches per 1,000 
population,” a ration larger than for) 
the United States as a whole. 

The region surveyed covered more | 
than 5.000.000 acres, one-third larger 
than all of New England. From 1900 | 
to 1930 the number of persons liv- | 
ing in incorporated places increased 
by 1.045.714, or 220.3 per cent, and | 
the number outside such places by | 
27.3 per cent. |

“You can’t imagine how very 
much the school I go to here 
differs from yours.

There was reason for pride in be- 
ing the first woman to cross the At- 
lantic in an airplane; but Amelia 
Earhart has done more, Almost three 
years ago, she sped across the ocean 
in a solo flight; and many persons 
called her “the Girl Lindbergh.” 


The cloud meant a storm, and it 
gave the aviator much trouble. She 
tried to fly above it, but picked up 


too much ice on her plane. Then she 


turned downward to try a lower level.

Southern California Edison Com- 
pany—applied to California authori- 
ties today for permis :on to issue $73,- 
000,000 of 3 3-4 per cent refunding 
bonds dated 1960.

National Distillers Corporation—re- 
portedly about ready to seek $15,000,- 
000 in the market, part of which would 
be used to take up bank notes.

Information on the tung oil indus- 
try, a comparatively new development 
in the south, will be brought to Geor- 
gia next month by a government ex- 


pert. 

Some 50,000 acres of tung trees 
have been planted in the United 
States, mostly in Florida, Alabama, 
Georgia and gulf coast states. Those 
interested in developing the industry 
believe it may offer a profitable source 
of income to farmers who are taking 
part of their land out of cotton pro-| 
duction. | 

The United States Department of| 
Commerce has’ reported the United. 
States imported nearly $11,000,000 
worth of tung oil from China in 1954, 
an increase of 50 per cent over 1933. 
The oil is used by paint and varnish 
manufacturers. 

C. ©. Concannon, chief of the 
chemical division, Department of Com- 
merce, is expected to arrive in At- 
lanta April 9 or 10 and later go to 
Albany, Moultrie and Cairo, Ga. He 
will make a survey of the tung tree 
orchards in Georgia and give inter- 
ested groups information -collected by 
the Department of Commerce on the 
tung oil industry.. 

Mr. Concannon will be accompanied 
on his Georgia trip by W. H. Schro- 
der, district manager of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, with offices in 
Atlanta. Mr. Schroder said tung tree 
orchards planted in this state have not 
yet reached the commercial bearing 
stage. Experiments have shown, he 
said, that the trees develop better if. 
the second and third-year nut crops 
are removed before they reach ma-| 
turity. |

ered for promoting tung tree develop-| 
ment. They reported the Farm Credit |
